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City  Council  holds  hearing 


Citywide  racial  ethnic  parent 
council  elections  to  he  held 


For  the  first  time  in  nearly  a 
decade,  top  echelon  members  of 
the  City  stepped  into  Chinatown 
to  personally  hear  the  commu¬ 
nity’s  gripes,  to  hear  its  con¬ 
cerns.  and  to  better  understand 
its  needs. 

The  City  Council’s  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Housing  and  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Development  called  a 
special  public  meeting  at  the 
Quincy  School  cafeteria  on 
August  10.  The  evening  meeting, 
which  was  preceeded  by  less 
than  a  week’s  notice,  draw  a 
large,  concerned  crowd  of  well 
over  100  people. 

Committee  chairperson.  City 
Councillor  Rayman  L.  Flynn, 
who  called  the  meeting,  said  that 
“although  this  is  the  first  meet¬ 
ing,  it’s  certainly  not  the  last 
City  Council  meeting  (in  China¬ 
town),  but  a  series  of  continuing 
meetings  to  make  government 
more  reflective  of  the  priorities 
of  Chinatown.” 

The  meeting,  Flynn  said,  was 
called  to  discuss  neighborhood 
concerns  and  priorities.  An  a- 
genda,  drawn  up  by  the  coun¬ 
cillor,  focused  on  housing,  hu¬ 
man  services  and  encroachment 
by  downtown  development. 


Joining  Councillor  Flynn 
were  Councillors  Rosemarie  San- 
sone  and  Albert  O’Neil.  Also  on 
hand  for  the  meeting  were 
Arthur  Reilley,  BRA  coordina¬ 
tor  for  the  South  Co^e  area 
(BRA  is  the  city’s  urban  devel¬ 
opment  and  planning  agency), 
and  Boston  Police  Department 
District  No.  1  captain. 

Flynn  apologized  for  the 
short  notice  given  of  the  meet¬ 
ing.  An  area  he  said  he  felt  some 


The  Food  and  Drug  Adminis¬ 
tration,  a  federal  watchdog  a- 
gency,  has  issued  a  public 
warning  that  certain  medications 
with  high  concentrations  of  oil 
of  wintergreen  (methyl  salicy¬ 
late)  can  cause  death  when  taken 
by  mouth  in  quantities  of  a 
teaspon  or  more.  The  FDA  in 
particular  warned  the  Chinese 
communities  that  oil  of  winter- 
green  can  be  found  in  medica¬ 
tions  being  imported  in  small 
quantities  from  Asia. 

The  Chinese  drugs  are  being 
sold  under  many  brand  names. 


concerns  about  include  Lay- 
fayette  Place  Development  Pro¬ 
ject,  one  which  affects  China¬ 
town  as  an  abutting  neighbor. 

“While  .  ,ve  have  •  move 
ahead  wi  h  downtown  expan¬ 
sion,  the  community’s  needs 
must  come  first,”  Flynn  said, 
“and  downtown  development 
second.” 

A  large  crowd  of  elderly

The  FDA  warned  that  oil  of 
wintergreen,  if  applied  to  the 
skin  in  the  concentration  found 
in  the  Chinese/Asian  impontd 
drugs,  can  be  absorbed  through 
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Elections  for  Racial  Ethnic 
Parents  Councils  (REPC)  for 
each  Boston  school  will  be  held 
from  Sept.  17  to  Sept.  24. 
Chinese  parents  are  an  important 
part  of  the  REPC  and  are  urged 
to  vote  in  and/or  join  the  REPC. 

If  Chinese  parents  participate 
in  REPC’s,  they  may  be  able  to 
help  improve  their  child’s  edu¬ 
cation.  Parents  can  have  input 
in,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
following  types  of  issues: 

♦improving  the  bilingual  pro¬ 
gram  in  their  child’s  school; 

♦increasing  the  number  of 
bilingual  classes  if  needed; 

♦improving  any  of  the  pro¬ 
grams  in  their  child’s  school; 

♦determining  the  location  of 
the  bilingual  classes; 

♦ensuring  the  safety  of  their 
child  in  school  and  on  the  bus; 

♦determining  the  appropriate 
discipline  for  their  child  in 
school; 


♦selecting  the  school  princi¬ 
pal; 

♦determining  special  .pro¬ 
grams  such  as  vocation- 
al/occupaliona!  education, 
special  education; 

♦ensuring  accessibility  to  in¬ 
formation  in  the  school; 

♦determining  the  assignment 
of  their  child  to  the  appropriate 
school. 

Because  of  language  and 
cultural  differences,  Chinese 
parents  need  special  assistance  in 
becoming  involved  with  the 
REPC’s.  Ms.  April  Sue  Moy  Tang 
has  been  hired  by  the  Citywide 
Parents  Advisory  Council 
(CPAC)  to  assist  the  Chinese 
community.  She  will  be 
coordinating  the  information 
flow  from  the  Court,  School 
Committee,  and  the  School 
Department  to  Chinese  parents.

Wintergreen  oil 
in  Chinese  drug 
very  dangerous 

the  skin  and  can  cause  serious 
poisoning.  Methyl  salicylate  is 
safe  only  when  present  in 
minute  concentrations. 

The  concentration  of  oil  of 
wintergreen  in  many  Chinese 
drugs  are  dangerously  high, 
according  to  the  FDA.  Also, 
many  of  the  drugs  are  promoted 
as  pain  relievers  for  a  variety  of 
ailments  including  headaches, 
arthritis,  bruises,  breathing,  and 
heart  problems. 

The  complaint  about  oil  of 
wintergreen  stems  from  an  indi¬ 
vidual  who  used  a  product  with 
oil  of  wintergreen  and  later 
experienced  nausea  and  drowsi¬ 
ness. 

In  the  past,  wintergreen  oil 
preparations  have  caused  death 
through  misuse  by  both  children 
and  adults. 

Vomiting,  headaches,  rest¬ 
lessness,  fast  breathing  and  ring¬ 
ing  of  the  ears  are  symptoms  of 
oil  of  wintergreen  poisoning.  If 
you  suspect  poisoning,  call  a 
physician  or  a  poison  control 
center  at  once.

hearing/ 
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their  support  to  increasing  elder¬ 
ly  housing  in  Boston  Chinatown. 
The  issue  of  elderly  housing, 
however,  drew  some  outbursts 
from  several  community  mem¬ 
bers  who  questioned  the  current 
plans  by  developer  Stan  Chen 
(see  SAMPAN  Aug.  1978)  to 
build  on  a  site  off  of  Oak 
Street.  Golden  Age  Center 
executive  director  Ruth  Moy 
endorsed  the  elderly  housing 
complex,  and  Stan  Chen  argued 
that  there  is  a  long  list  of  elderly 
who  are  in  substandard  units  in 
need  of  housing  in  Chinatown. 

Davis  Jah,  speaking  as  a 
private  citizens,  however,  urged 
the  council  members  to  listen  to 
the  elderly  themselves.  Jah  said 
that  there  are  needs  of  the 
elderly  not  being  met,  even  at 
Quincy  Tower,  the  new  elderly, 


high  tower  apartment  building 
adjacent  to  the  Quincy  School. 

Evelyn  Wong,  director  of 
Mental  Health  at  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Services, 
Inc.,  however,  advocated  the 
need  for  immigrant  housing.  She 
said  that  new  immigrants  to  the 
Boston  area  are  in  critical  need 
of  remaining  within  the  City, 
near  Chinatown,  and  cannot  find 
housing. 

Francis  (Pauncho)  Chang,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  health 
center,  called  for  increased 
community  planning  and  work¬ 
ing  together  with  agencies,  such 
as  BRA,  rather  than  isolated 
planning  without  community 
input. 


Edward  T.  Sullivan,  vice 
mayor  of  Boston,  will  be  featur¬ 
ed  speaker  at  a  Chinatown 
slideshow/presentation  on  pro¬ 
grams  to  improve  and  preserve 
local  commercial  districts.  The 
meeting  is  scheduled  for  1:30 
p.m.,  Monday,  September  18,  at 
the  Chinese  Merchants  Building 
Auditorium,  20  Hudson  Street. 

The  presentation  is  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  Chinese-Economic 
Development  Council  (CEDC) 
and  the  City’s  Neighborhood 
Business  District  Program. 
There  are  several  district  city 
programs  available  to  improve 
the  Chinatown  commercial  dis¬ 
trict;  local  merchants  may  be 
able  to  directly  beneift  from  the 
program. 

Restore  deals  with  storefront 
renovations  and  is  available  to  all 
local  shopping  districts  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  Restore 
program  offers  a  20%  cash 
rebate  on  the  costs  of  renova¬ 
tions  made  through  the  program 
and  in  accordance  with  the 
City’s  Sign  and  Building  codes. 

The  Besure  Program  deals 
with  crime  prevention  in  all 
neighborhood  shopping  areas  in 
Boston.  This  program  provides  a 
50%  rebate  up  to  $1,000  for  the 
installation  of  security  devices. 
The  Crime  Prevention  Unit  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department, 
in  collaboration  with  the  Besure 


program,  will  make  site  visits  of 
commercial  premises  and  advise 
the  owners  on  improvements  of 
security  deficiencies. 

Amenities  deals  with  improv¬ 
ing  the  physical  environment 
of  neighborhood  commercial 
areas  on  a  matching  formula 
basis  for  each  project  under  the 
program.  These  projects  may 
include  storefront  and  sidewalk 
murals,  banners,  new  and  simp¬ 
lified  signage,  awnings,  sculp¬ 
tured  store  symbols,  mini-parks, 
street  furniture  and  others. 

The  final  piece  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  the  Priority  Foot  Patrol 
to  increase  the  numbers  of  foot 
patrolmen  in  local  commercial 
areas.  Police  assignment  is 
dependent  on  the  priorities 
throughout  the  City. 

Local  merchants  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  attend  to  discover  how 
the  Chinatown  commercial  dis¬ 
trict  may  be  improved  and 
how  they  can  benefit  from  this 
program.

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Evangelical  Church 
to  finally  have  a  home 


Enduring  faith,  commit¬ 
ment,  and  hope  has  kept 
together  the  small,  but  spirit¬ 
ually  strong,  congregation  of 
the  Boston  Chinese  Evangelical 
Church. 

Over  the  years,  nearly  15  of 
them,  the  church  has  had  no 
permanent  house  of  worship, 
but  has  moved  to  wherever 
they  were  welcomed,  all  the 
time,  steadily  building  a  finan¬ 
cial  base  to  construct  a  per¬ 
manent  home.  They  might 
have  moved  to  another  loca¬ 
tion,  but  the  congregation 
remained  strong  in  their  resolve 
to  continue  preaching  in  Chi¬ 
natown  where  space  is  limited. 

Last  fall,  the  Boston  Chi¬ 
nese  Evangelical  Church  broke 
ground  in  Chinatown,  as  a 
small  parcel  of  land  off  of 
Harrison  Avenue  and  just 
behind  the  old  Golden  Age 
Center  became  available  for 
their  use. 

Over  the  nearly  16  years 
during  which  the  congregation 
has  been  together,  church 
members  have  met  for  worship 
at  numerous  addresses.  The 
small  group  of  Chinese  Chris¬ 
tians  who  sought  to  worship 
God  and  to  spread  the  gospel 
first  met  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Helen  Hsu,  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  church. 

With  increasing  member¬ 
ship,  the  congregation  needed 
larger  facilities  and  for  a  while 
worshiped  at  the  auditorium  in 
the  Union  Rescue  Mission  on 
Dover  Street  (now  East  Ber¬ 
keley).  Looking  to  return  to 
Chinatown,  the  church  held 
services  at  225  Harrison  Ave¬ 
nue,  but  were  later  given  notice 
to  leave  the  premises,  appa¬ 
rently  over  their  protests  a- 
gainst  the  opening  of  a  nearby 
bar  within  the  neighborhood. 

For  most  of  their  many 
recent  years,  the  Boston  Chi¬ 
nese  Evangelical  Church  has 
held  services  at  the  Pine  Street 
Inn,  formerly  the  Boston  In¬ 
dustrial  Home,  but  a  facility 


which  has  been  a  shelter  for 
alcoholics. 

The  congregation  is  looking 
forward  to  their  new  home, 
which  will  provide  a  much 
better  environment  for  wor¬ 
shiping,  teaching  and  fellow¬ 
ship  for  the  membership.  The 
Pine  Street  Inn  has  been 

available  to  the  church  on 
weekends  only,  with  weekday 
activities,  such  as  Bible  Study, 
fellowship  or  youth  programs 
moving  to  other  nearby  facili¬ 
ties,  such  as  884  Washington 
Street,  the  Quincy  Community 
School  and  the  Acorn  Day 
Care  Center'facilities. 

According  to  Steven  Chin, 
assistant  to  the  pastor  of  the 
Boston  Chinese  Evangelical 
Church,  the  new  church  build¬ 
ing  will  encourage  more  people 
to  join  the  congregation  in 
worship,  as  so  many  members 
are  intimidated  or  afraid  of  the 
indigent  men  housed  at  the 
Pine  Street  Inn. 

Rev.  James  Tan  has  served 
as  pastor  of  the  Church  since 
its  inception.  Chin  was  hired  to 
be  Rev.  Tan’s  assistant  in 
October,  1977,  in  anticipation 
of  the  expanded  ministry,  and 
to  be  responsible  for  the 
English-speaking  and  young 
people’s  activities. 

Currently  the  Boston  Chi¬ 
nese  Evangelical  Church  offers 
Sunday  School  classes  for 
every  age  group,  and  offers 
classes  in  both  English  and 
Cantonese.  An  innovative  car- 
pool  system  is  in  operation  to 
pick  up  the  elderly  and  child¬ 
ren  who  might  otherwise  not 
be  able  to  attend. 

Construction  on  the  church, 
meanwhile,  has  been  hindered 
by  broken  water  pipes,  unusu¬ 
ally  high  water  levels  due  to 
raining,  and  excavation  of  the 
old  foundation.  But  the  con¬ 
gregation,  which  has  waited  for 
15  years,  will  patiently  wait  a 
few  months  for  their  new 
home. 


Consumer  complaint?  Ask 
Lowe,  Chinatown  advocate 


A  cheated  Chinese  consumer 
is  more  likely  to  boycott  the 
merchant  than  return  the  pur¬ 
chase  and  demand  satisfaction. 
That  is  the  traditional  way,  but 
according  to  S.K.  Lowe,  Boston 
Consumers’  Council  consultant 
to  the  Chinese  community,  a 
more  aggressive  approach  to  con¬ 
sumer  protection  is  needed. 

Lowe  will  be  stationed  at  the 
Chinatown  (Monday  through 
Wednesday)  and  Allston- 
Brighton  (Fridays)  Little  City 
Halls  to  teach  consumers  their 
rights  in  Cantonese,  Mandarin, 
English,  and  Shanghai  dialect. 
The  60-year  old  Shanghai-born 
Brighton  resident  will  shepherd 
Chinese  speakers  through  the 
complaint  process  and  mediate 
grievances  for  all  consumers. 

Lowe  believes  that  negotia¬ 
tion  and  compromise  will  cut 
consumer  complaints  down  to 
size,  and  he  should  know. 

Lowe  handled  consumer 
problems  for  15  years  as  tour 
manager  for  a  Hong  Kong  travel 
agent.  Before  that,  he  was  sales 
manager  for  Tamaya,  the  largest 
department  store  in  Hong  Kong. 

Married  and  the  father  of 
five,  Lowe  settled  in  Hong  Kong 


after  serving  in  the  underground 
against  the  Japanese  in  World 
War  II.  He  immigrated  to  San 
Francisco  in  1977,  then  drove 
cross  country  to  be  with  his  two 
youngest  children  in  Boston.

Festival. 

On  exhibit  were  13  pieces  of 
calligraphy  representing  four 
different  styles  of  Chinese  calli¬ 
graphy  and  30  pieces  of  paint¬ 
ing.  Four  styles  of  Chinese 
brush-and-ink  painting  were  re¬ 
presented  in  the  collection,  with 
subject  matter  covering  land¬ 
scapes,  figures,  flowers,  birds, 
bamboo  and  fish. 

There  are  four  major  styles  of 
Chinese  calligraphy:  Sh’en  Shu, 
Ti  Shu,  K’ai  Shu  and  Ts’ao  Shu. 
The  artist,  Tanny  Tin-Yue  Wan, 
mastered  all  four  styles  very 
well.  Every  stroke  of  the 
characters  are  filled  with 
strength  and  energy.  The  spirit 
of  the  artist,  his  experience  and 
skill  are  vivid  on  the  paper. 
Particularly  relevent  were  verses 
relating  to  the  Year  of  the  Horse 
and  the  August  Moon  Festival 
that  the  artist  wrote  for  the 
occasion. 

According  to  Hannah,  the 
daughter  of  the  artist,  Shen  Shu 
is  the  oldest  style  of  calligraphy. 
It  was  popular  in  China  around 
300  to  500  B.C.  Characters  in 
this  style  are  picturesque  in

form.  For  example,  the  word 
‘horse’  being  exhibited  resembles 
an  actual  horse  with  four  feet, 
an  oblong-shaped  head,  a  long 
neck,  a  strong  back  and  a  tail. 

Ti  Shu  was  first  invented  in 
the  1st  century  by  a  slave  in  the 
Chin  Dynasty-hence  called  Ti 
Shu.  (Ti  means  slave  and  Shu, 
calligraphy).  Ti  Shu  is  a  modi¬ 
fied  form  of  the  Sh’en  Shu,  so 
that  most  of  the  characters 
(words)  fit  into  a  square  format, 
giving  the  Chinese  character  the 
characteristic  square-block  look. 

K’ai  Shu  is  popular  in  the 
Tang  Dynasty  (7  th  century 
A.D.).  The  stiff  outline  of  Ti 
Shu  was  softened  and  simpli¬ 
fied.  This  style  has  been  the 
standard  form  of  Chinese  writing 
ever  since. 

The  Ts’ao  Shu  is  the  script 
form  of  Kai  Shu.  It  was  in¬ 
tended  for  fast  writing,  but 
various  calligraphers  at  different 
period  had  added  in  their  own 
touches  to  give  it  a  more  artistic 
and  care-free  look. 

“If  you  want  to  be  a  good 
Chinese  painter,  you  must  be  a 
good  scholar,’  said  the  artist 
when  he  was  addressing  the 
audience.  “A  Chinese  painting  is 
a  poem  and  vice  versa.  It  not 
only  has  forms,  but  also  ex¬ 
presses  the  artist’s  own  spirit, 
aspirations  and  personality.  This 
is  one  of  the  reasons  why 
Picasso,  in  his  late  years,  was 
so  interested  in  Chinese 
painting.” 

The  traditional  Chinese  paint¬ 
ing  uses  only  a  Chinese  brush 
and  Chinese  ink.  But  in  the  hand 
of  an  experienced  painter,  it  can 
be  very  expressive  and  elaborate. 
Using  just  black  ink,  he  can 
create  many  different  tones, 
shades  and  textures.  With  the 
brushwork  technique,  he  builds 
the  atmosphere  of  the  painting. 
The  thoughts  and  spirit  of  the 
artist  can  vividly  be  expressed  on 
paper,  giving  ‘life’  to  the  paint¬ 
ing.  Sometimes  a  poem  or  prose 
may  be  added  to  enhance  the 
meaning  of  the  painting.  All 
these  features  are  evident  in  the 
paintings  that  Mr.  Wan  has  on 


show. 

There  are  four  major  styles  of 
Chinese  painting  and  Wan  is 
conversant  in  all  four  of  them: 

Polychromic  Court  Style  (the 
North  Style)-a  style  that 
emphasizes  details,  fine-lined 
brushwork,  and  uses  delicate 
colors; 

Monochromic  Natural  Style 
(the  South  Style)-uses  ink  and 
water  or  very  light  colors  and 
paints  with  more  carefree 
strokes; 

Polychromic  Ling-nam 

(Cantonese  Style) -combines  the 
natural  style  with  innovative 
coloring  techniques,  giving  rise 
to  paintings  with  elaborate  color 
effects; 

Ch’an  (Zen)  Free  Style- 
monochromic  or  polychromic, 
this  style  ‘breaks’  or  goes 
beyond  the  rules  of  tradi¬ 
tional  schools  in  technicalities  to 
allow  the  artist  to  express  his 
own  aspiration.  Often 
deceptively  simple,  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  the  ‘spirit’  is  the 
essense. 

Having  mastered  the  four 
major  styles  of  Chinese  painting, 
Wan  now  combines  styles.  He 
goes  beyond  the  rigidity  of  rules 
and  techniques  governing 
individual  styles  allowing  himself 
to  express  his  ideas  more  freely. 
The  theme  painting  of  the 
exhibit  “Bamboo  in  Autumn 
Evening”  testifies  to  the  success 
of  this  ‘break  through.’  Pointing 
to  the  painting,  Wan  explained, 
“I  used  the  Ling-nam  techniques 
to  set  the  atmosphere  and  mood 
of  this  painting-the  quietness 
and  peacefulness  of  a  mid¬ 
autumn  night.  And  the 
bamboo-see  the  straight,  full, 
bold  and  strong  strokes?  This 
was  drawn  using  the  Zen  Free 
Techniques.” 

Wan  was  educated  in 
Shanghai.  He  was  the  principal 
of  Shun  Tuk  Provincial  High 
School  in  Kwangtung,  China.  He 
lectures  and  demonstrates  fre¬ 
quently  in  S.E.  Asia  and  recent¬ 
ly,  in  North  America.  His  art 
work  is  highly  commented  by 
art  critics  and  art  collectors  of 
the  world. 
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Money  man  looks  at  ways  to  make  $frwork 


The  subject  of  income  covers 
many  areas:  wages,  pensions, 
Social  Security  payments, 
interest/dividends,  and  others.  In 
this  period  in  which  money  is 
subject  to  the  ravages  of  high 
inflation,  it  is  imperative  that 
you  maximize  your  savings  by 
employing  the  proper  vehicle. 

Many  people  under-employ 
their  savings;  either  through  a 
lack  of  understanding  or  lack  of 
initiative.  For  example,  money 
in  places  such  as  savings 
accounts  are  not  getting  the 
highest  return  available.  Many 
people  do  not  realize  that 
a  savings  account  in  a  com¬ 
mercial  bank  pays  less  interest 
than  in  a  savings  bank  or  savings 
and  loan  association.  This  diff¬ 
erential  is  stipulated  by  law.  (Of 
course,  there  are  other  benefits 
other  than  high  interest  to 
consider  at  a  commercial  bank 
savings  account,  such  as  con¬ 
venience  of  location,  automatic 
transfer  from  checking  to  sav¬ 
ings,  etc.) 

At  a  savings  bank,  there  are 
many  accounts  offering  varying 
interest  rates.  Many  of  you 
know  that  a  90-day  account 
returns  more  than  a  regular 


passbook  account.  Other 
accounts  are  available  that  pay  a 
return  well  in  excess  of  8%. 
These  accounts  have  varying 
requirements  such  as  length  of 
time  and  minimum  amount  to 
qualify.  Term  Certificates,  for 
example,  varies  from  one  year  to 
ten  years  with  the  highest  yield 
(return)  the  longer  period  of 
time  you  commit  your  savings. 
Remember,  however,  that  your 
money  is  tied  up  during  the 
period  of  the  certificate  and  is 
not  available  except  under  a 
penalty  for  premature  with¬ 
drawal.  Consequently,  only  sur¬ 
plus  money  should  be  made 
available  for  these  higher  interest 
accounts. 

Research  into  high  interest 
bearing  reveals  many  plans. 
Home  Savings  Bank,  for  in¬ 
stance,  has  a  plan  tied  to  the 
average  discount  rate  of  new 
issues  of  six  month  (26  week) 
Treasury  Bills.  (Treasury  Bills  or 
“T”  Bills  are  the  shortest  term 
government  securities  sold  by 
competitive  bidding  at  par  less  a 
discount  for  the  period  that  they 
are  to  be  outstanding-3  months 
to  1  year.)  The  plan  is  called 


Money  Market  Certificate  and  is 
available  in  amounts  of  at 
least  $10,000  for  terms  of  six 
months.  The  yield  is  set  to  the 
“T”  Bill  yield  and  therefore  very 
attractive.  As  “certificates”  go, 
six  months  is  a  short  time  for 
such  a  high  return.  (All  amounts 
are  100%  insured;  the  first 
$40,000  by  the  Federal  Deposit 
Insurance  Corp.,  the  balance  by 
the  Deposit  Insurance  Fund  of 
Massachusetts.) 

Why  broach  a  plan,  parti¬ 
cularly  when  the  minimum  is 
$10,000?  This  is  an  example  of 
high  yield.  Even  so,  there 
are  many  individuals;  many 
corporations  between  business 
seasons;  many  cities  and  towns 
with  tax  collections;  and  many 
pension  and  retirement  plans 
with  idle  funds.  This  plan  fixes 
the  yield  at  the  time  of  ori¬ 
gination  or  renewal.  Home 
Savings  is  not  the  only  bank

with  such  plans.  Other  banks 
have  their  own  plans  and  certi¬ 
ficates  with  any  number  of 
variations.  Many  banks  are 
aggressively  advertising  for  your 
money.  A  brief  scan  of  the 
financial  pages  will  alert  you  to 
the  various  offerings.  If  you  have 
any  inclination  toward  these 
type  of  plans,  it  will  be  worth¬ 
while  to  investigate  thoroughly. 

Other  areas  worth  investi¬ 


gating  are  the  bonds  of  corpor¬ 
ations  with  varying  yields  (and 
quality);  municipal  bonds  where 
a  part  or  all  of  the  interest  is 
exempt  from  taxes;  various 
mutual  funds  investing  in  bonds 
of  cities  and  towns  or  just 
investing  in  U.S.  Government 
securities.  Many  electric  utility 
companies  now  yield  over  9%; 
and,  if  interest  rates  decline,  the 
price  of  the  shares  may  appre¬ 
ciate  as  well.

Nursing  Home  Planned 

Plans  to  construct  a  new 
facility  to  serve  Boston’s  Chinese 
elderly  needing  residential  care 
are  underway.  According  to  On 
Lok  Yieng  Lo  Yuen  president 
Joseph  Lim,  the  “facility  (also 
named  On  Lok  Yieng  Lo  Yuen) 
will  reflect  Chinese  lifestyle  and 
culture  in  its  non-institutional 
use  of  space,”  and 
will  be  constructed  on  Shawmut 
Avenue  adjacent  to  the  Holy 
Trinity  Church. 

The  four-story  facility  will 
have  123  beds  and  also  provide 
space  for  short  term  residents. 
Programs  planned  to  serve  the 
residents  include  social,  recrea¬ 
tional,  and  outreach  services  as 
well  as  medical  and  rehabilitative 
care. 

The  philosophy  of  On  Lok 
Yieng  Lor  Yuen  is  to  enable  the 


resident  to  return  to  the  home 
setting  if  such  is  possible.  To 
this  end,  every  resident  will 
have  direct  input  into  his  or  her 
individual  plan  of  care  and  all 
programs  of  services  and  activi¬ 
ties  will  be  shaped  with  the 
advice  and  council  of  the  elder¬ 
ly,  their  families  and  friends, 
professional  providers  of  service 
and  the  business  and  residential 
communities  to  which  On  Lok 
Yieng  Lor  Yuen  will  relate. 

On  Lok  Yieng  Lor  Yuen  filed 
its  application  for  certificate  of 
need  on  September  1,  1978.

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Blood  testing  —  a  simple  ounce  of 
prevention  against  diseases

A  norrpal  adult  has  about  ten 
pounds  of  blood.  Every  day, 
about  one  ounce  of  blood 
degenerates  due  to  age,  and  a 
new  ounce  of  blood  is  produced. 
If  there  is  abnormal  bleeding, 
such  as  menstruation,  nose 
bleed,  dental  extraction,  the 
body  readily  increases  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  new  blood  to  match 
the  loss. 

Most  blood  tests,  such  as 
those  discussed  below  can  be 
.detected  by  obtaining  less  than 
one  ounce  of  blood  and  putting 
it  into  several  different  tube\ 
for  the  different  methods  of 
testing.  People  are  sometimes 
afraid  of  blood  tests,  but  since* 
tests  require  so  little  blood,  such 
fears  are  unjustified,  especially 
when  the  fear  of  disease  should 
even  be  stronger. 

Blood  tests  are  important  for 
detecting  diseases  at  an  early 
stage  long  before  a  doctor  may 
be  able  to  diagnose  gross  abnor¬ 
malities  by  physical  examina¬ 
tion.  For  instance: 

HEPATITIS  and  liver  dis¬ 
eases— when  the  liver  is  infected, 
it  is  unable  to  produce  bile  for 
excretion  into  the  intestines,  and 
the  bile  leveL  in  the  blood 
increases.  With  a  high  bile  level 


in  the  blood,  the  patient  will 
look  obviously  jaundiced,  the 
whites  of  the  eyes  become 
distinctly  yellow.  However,  at 
the  early  stages  of  hepatitis, 
blood  bile  may  be  only  slightly 
elevated.  Blood  tests  are  needed 
to  measure  the  bile  and  liver 
enzyme  levels  and  alert  you 
earlier  to  the  disease. 

KIDNEY  DISEASES:  pro¬ 
tein  is  the  building  block  for  all 
our  cells.  Waste  products  from 
protein  metabolism  are  urea, 
uric  acid,  ammonia,  and  creatin¬ 
ine,  which  are  excreted  by  the 
kidney  from  the  blood  into  the 
urine.  When  the  kidneys  do  not 
function  properly,  only  water  is 
excreted.  The  waste  products, 
however,  are  less  efficiently 
removed  from  the  blood,  and 
the  patient  may  not  suspect  a 
kidney  problem  because  the 
amount  of  urine  will  seem  nor-  . 
mal.  Testing  the  urine  is  diffi¬ 
cult  because  it  varies  at  different 
times  of  the  day.  Blood  tests, 
however,  will  reveal  the  abnor¬ 
mally  high  levels  of  certain 
waste  products,  so  the  doctor 
can  identify  and  treat  the  kidney 
problem  before  the  urine  volume 
is  drastic&lly  reduced  by  diease. 

HORMONE  DISEASE:  (a 
common  example  is  Thyroid 
Disease.)  If  because  of  some 

✓ 

disease  too  much  thyroid  hor¬ 
mone,  for  example  is  produced 
for  circulation  in  the  blood,  the 


patient  may  lose  weight  despite 
a  good  appetite,  would  be  very 
nervous,  intolerant  to  heat,  and 
a  woman  may  notice  a  reduction 
of  menstrual  flow.  The  abnor¬ 
mal  blood  thyroid  hormone  level  , 
can  be  detected  in  blood  tests. 

DIABETES  MELLITUS: 
This  is  a  disease  which  prevents  a 
person  from  using  carbohydrates 
or  sugar  for  the  metabolism  of 
cells,  and  the  sugar  remains  in 
the  blood  stream,  outside  the 
starving  cells.  Fatty  materials 
such  as  cholesterol  and  trigly¬ 
cerides  will  also  accumulate  in 

the  blood,  causing  hardening  of 
the  arteries.  To  assess  the 
severity  of  the  disease,  a  fasting 
specimen  of  blood  is  need¬ 
ed.  Urine  tests  are  too  inaccu¬ 
rate  for  making  important  de¬ 
cisions  when  starting  to  treat  a 
new  diabetic.  Furthermore,  the 
amount  of  fat  in  the  blood,  with 
the  later  risk.of  hardening  of  the 
arteries,  cannot  be  detected 
early  without  a  blood  test. 

BLOOD  DISEASES:  Ab- , 
normalities  affecting  the  red 
blood  cells,  the  white  blood 
cells,  platelets,  and  plasma  clott¬ 
ing  factors  are  blood  diseases 
which  can  be  detected  in  blood 
tests.  The  blood  must  be 
collected  in  special  tubes  with 
chemicals  added  to  prevent 
clotting.

Job  Corps  members  are 
guided  into  programs  which  are 
suited  to  their  abilities  and 
interests,  whether  ii  be  business 
and  clerical  work,  food  services, 
hospital  work,  electrical  training 
and  auto  mechanics. 

Free  room,  meals,  medical 
and  dental  care,  some  clothing 
and  $30  a  month  spending 
money  are  provided.

The  downtown  commercial 
district  in  Boston,  effective  Sep¬ 
tember  5,  has  a  new  “Downtown 
Crossing” '  pedestrian  systems 
which  will  enable  shoppers  to 
cross  the  major  streets  free  of 
fear.

They  also  call  them  a  week 
before  as  well  as  a  day  before 
the  date  of  the  trial  to  remind 
them  that  their  presence  will 
be  necessary  and  to  help  them 
with  any  questions  or  problems 
they  may  have.
